More than 100 York 
stone slabs dug up 
and taken away under 
cover of darkness

BRAZEN thieves have stolen more than 100 stone flags 
from outside the historic St Cuthbert’s Church in 
Halsall. 

It is believed the York stone flags had been in place in the 
churchyard for hundreds of years and could have a value of 
thousands of pounds. 

The thieves dug up and took away the stones some time 
between 5pm on Sunday, January 23 and 7am on Monday, 
January 24. 

Church officials were shocked to find on Monday morning 
that around a quarter of all the stone slabs in the church- 
yard had been removed. 

As well as facing the huge cost of replacing them, the theft

could also affect church services as well as weddings and 
funerals as the stones were taken from the main pathway 
into the church. 

Parishioners wanting to access the graveyard are asked to 
do so by the side gate for the time being until the damage is 
repaired. 

People who live close to the church or have shops nearby 
are being asked to check their CCTV for images of anything 
suspicious. 

A church spokesman said: “Someone has taken more than 
100 York stone flags from the church path. 

"It is the main access for weddings, funerals and services. 

“Tt is going to cause much disruption, but we will find a 
way of organising services and events. 

"The church is more than 700 years old and is likely the 
stones have been there for hundreds of years. It is difficult 
to put a cost on this, but it is not a small claim to the 
insurers. York stones are very difficult to trace. 

^We wanted to publicise this to help the police, and pre- 
vent the thieves coming back. 

^We want people who live nearby to check their CCTV, 
and see if they can see anything connected to the theft. 

“It looks unsightly now and my thoughts on the people 
who have done this are unprintable." 

Residents posted their anger at the thefts on social media 
with one stating that it was "totally devastating and heart- 
breaking to all the Halsall people past and present." 

Lancashire Police have asked residents with information 
to call 101.

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Residents are handed 
opportunity to shape 
council's new Local Plan

WEST Lancashire Borough Council is preparing a 
new 'Local Plan' looking ahead to 2040 and 
residents have until January 27 to give the 
authority their views. 

The Local Plan is a legal document that sets out 
where new housing, business and other uses can go 
and contains policies that the council uses when 
considering planning applications. 

The Plan covers a wide range of topics including 
jobs, transport, leisure, recreation, energy and 
nature. 

The current Local Plan dates from 2013 and needs 
updating to better reflect important issues like 
health and wellbeing, and the Climate Emergency. 

The council is looking for people's views on what 
are the main planning-related issues in West Lan- 
саша апа how best to tackle them through the 
Plan. 

People can choose to give their views on the things 
that most concern them, or they can look at the 
whole range of issues. 

There is an interactive website portal that can be 
accessed via the council's home page and the coun- 
cil can also provide paper copies of what will be 
included in the consultation for those unable to 
access the internet. 

The consultation lasts 10 weeks, four weeks 
longer than the obligatory six, to give people the 
best opportunity to take part and have their say. It 
started on November 18 2021 and will finish on 
January 27 2022, so time is running out for people 
to have their say. 

There will be two more opportunities after this 
one for people to have input, and the Council hope 
that the new Plan will be adopted by the end of 
2024.

Councillor Gaynar Owen, cabinet member for 
planning, said: “Taking part in the consultation at 
this early stage is really important. 

“The future of the borough we live in will be 
shaped by the feedback we receive from residents 
now and in future consultations. 

“There are not many days left and we want to hear 
as many people’s views as possible on these import- 
ant decisions, so Га encourage everyone to make 
the most of this opportunity.” 

The council is not looking at choosing housing or 
business sites at this point – that will be the focus of 
the next stage in approximately one year’s time. 

But individuals can comment on the sites that 
were submitted to the council in the 2020 ‘Call for 
Sites.’ 

A spokesperson said the authority, “very much 
looks forward to hearing from as many people as 
possible from across the borough to get as good a 
picture as we can on the approach people think the 
council should take as we plan for the future.”

Fury 


at ‘vandalism’ 


as woodland trees 
cut down by firm 
without permission 


Residents shocked to find 
clearance work carried out 
at Raydex site which was 
‘green buffer’ to motorway

RESIDENTS are up in arms that workmen have 
cleared sections of wooded land at Railway Road 
in Skelmersdale, which was once the home of 
cable-makers Raydex. 

The work has left people living nearby angry as 
they say the trees acted as a screen between their 
homes and the M58 and the Whitemoss Landill site. 

They are also shocked as the work was carried out 
by developers Birley Hill Limited without any resid- 
ents being consulted. 

Francis Mckenna, who has lived on Railway Road 
for 21 years, fumed: "They have been digging up the 
trees and flattening the land. It is yards from our 
houses. They have taken away the trees that acted as 
a buffer. 

“We were not aware the work was to be carried 
out. There has been no public consultation or leaflet 
distribution to inform us of the work. 

"The area is precious woodland and has seen bats 
in the area." 

Stephen Rawsthorne from Old Town Close added: 
^Many trees have been cut down. Were the trees pro- 


tected? The noise during the work has been 
terrible. 

"In two days, half of the woodland has gone. They 
have been able to do what they want. 

"You can now see the M58 motorway. There has 
been no consultation. It is a kick in the teeth. 

“By the time we try and organise a campaign the 
woods will be gone. It happened so fast." 

MP Rosie Cooper added: "It's a disgrace that these 
trees which act as a sound and visual buffer between 
residential homes and the motorway should be 
hacked down without permission. This vandalism 
has caused much upset and nuisance to local resid- 
ents. 

"The council should act immediately to stop fur- 
ther damage and also use the powers they have to 
take legal action for the criminal damage caused 
and to get them to replace the trees." 

A spokesman for Birley Hill Limited responded: 
^We have been moving some earth on the site. 

“We will be submitting a full planning application 
before the end of January. 

"The council has asked us not to do any more work 
on site at the moment. The area is not green belt 
land." 

Birley Hill Limited want to regenerate the site and 
use the warehouse facility. 

A spokesperson for the borough council commen- 
ted: ^We are aware of the work that has taken place 
and the owner has been instructed to cease until any 
relevant permissions are in place. 

"Should planning regulations have been breached 
we will consider appropriate enforcement action on 
the work undertaken." 


MP slams county 
for roundabout ‘failure’ 


WEST Lancashire MP Rosie 
Cooper has slammed Lan- 
cashire County Council “for 
failing to carry out the improve- 
ments to a roundabout in 
Skelmersdale promised over a 
year ago.” 

In May 2020, a constituent 
contacted Ms Cooper about the 
“unacceptably poor condition” 
of the roundabout at Lulworth 
in Skelmersdale, after vehicles 
had mounted the roundabout 
and dragged mud onto the road 
surface. 

Lancashire County Council 
assured the MP that white 
marker posts to deter vehicles 
from mounting the grass verge 
would be installed and follow- 


ing this they would re-seed the 
verges and monitor the effect- 
iveness of the posts. 

Over a year and a half on, the 
same constituent has alerted Ms 
Cooper to the fact that this work 
was never completed by the 
Council. 

The MP said: “I should not 
have to follow up on every 
single promise that the council 
makes! If they say they are going 
to undertake necessary work, 
then I expect that to happen. 

“In May 2020 that council 
said, clearly and in black and 
white, that they would complete 
this work when it is practical to 
do so. I find it difficult to believe 
that 20 months later they 
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council 


haven’t found a ‘practical’ time 
to do this! 

“It is disgraceful that LCC 
think they can get away with not 
following through on the work 
they promise! 

“The council need to be trust- 
worthy and reliable. Instead, 
what we appear to have is a 
council that readily makes 
promises only to forget them 
straight away which is simply 
unacceptable to me and my con- 
stituents. We need actions as 
well as words. I look forward to 
the work being carried out very 
soon."

Councillor urges 
strong action 'to

A SHOP in Ormskirk town 
centre could lose its premises 
licence after reports it sold 
fake cigarettes and alcohol to 
children. 

The Ormskirk Superstore on 
Aughton Street is to have its 
licence reviewed at the request 
of Lancashire County Council 
Trading Standards. 

The store has previously been 
reported for the sale of inap- 
propriate drug paraphernalia in its shop window. 

He reported it again in June following resident 
concerns about the sale of alcohol to under 18s. 

The council working with Trading Standards and 
police visited the store to inform the owner and 
staff of the concerns. 

These included test purchasing by 15 and 14 year 
olds, who were sold age-restricted products. 

West Lancashire Borough Council’s licensing cab- 
inet member Cllr Gareth Dowling added that the 
shop has been found to breach a number of rules 
including a lack of staff training and a lack of a 
check and challenge policy. 

It is further reported to be selling counterfeit 
cigarettes not in plain packaging as required and no 
duty paid, and did not contain the correct health 
warnings.

Cllr Dowling said: “The list of breaches of the law 
and licensing conditions by Ormskirk Superstore is 
unforgivable. 

"Trading Standards have undertaken multiple vis- 
its including to educate the shop and take 
enforcement action but they appear to have contin- 
ued to flagrantly disregard the law and conditions 
and so I have given my full support for the review 
and their recommendations." 

Cllr Dowling has submitted the below representa- 
tion: “Given the seriousness of the offences and the 
repeated nature I feel WLBC has no option but to 
remove the licence for this store to sell any age 
restricted products including alcohol and cigarettes. 

“The health of our local residents in particular 
young people leaves this council with little choice 
but to take strong action.”

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Man from Aughton is 
one of UK’s most wanted 
fugitives hiding in Spain 


He is alleged to have 
stabbed two people 
multiple times before 
fleeing the country

A MAN from Aughton is among 
12 of the UK’s most wanted 
fugitives believed to be hiding 


in Spain. 
John James Jones and a co- — Ў 
accused are alleged to have Ex 


stabbed two people multiple 
times on April 28, 2018 leaving 
them seriously injured. 

It is believed Jones, 31, fled the UK immediately 
after the incident. 

There is information to show he stayed at a hotel 
in Madrid the night after the stabbings but left rap- 
idly the next morning. 

His last known address is Ennerdale Drive, 
Aughton. 

He is thought to be in Ibiza, or mainland Spain. 

The National Crime Agency's Most Wanted cam- 
paign is run in conjunction with independent 
charity CrimeStoppers, Spanish law enforcement, 
UK policing and comes on the back of the extremely 
successful Operation Captura fugitives campaign, 
which resulted in the arrests of 86 offenders. 

Spain is one of the most popular countries for 
British ex-pats and the two nations have a very 
strong law enforcement partnership. 

Steve Rodhouse the NCA5 director general of 
operations was joined by the Spanish Security Min-

ister Rafael Pérez Ruiz, British 
Ambassador Hugh Elliot and 
CrimeStoppers chief Mark Hallas, at 
the campaign launch in Madrid. 

Mr Rodhouse said: “Spain is not a 
safe haven. 

^We have a brilliant relationship 
with the country's various law 
enforcement agencies and work 
together daily to protect the public. 

“With 86 offenders arrested in our 
last fugitives campaign, criminals 
know we will never give up and 
we're never far behind them. 

"Our Spanish partners were cru- 
cial to many of those arrests, and in 
2021 arrested and returned more 
than 25 wanted UK fugitives. 

"The NCAs International Crime 
Bureau and International Liaison 
Officers work on behalf of UK policing to exchange 
information and intelligence with partners abroad 
Song to the tracing and arrests of criminals glob- 
ally. 

"Fugitives usually continue offending while on the 
run and these men will be known in criminal circles 
wherever they are. 

"The last thing the fugitives' associates will want is 
the combined determination and capabilities of the 
UK and Spanish law enforcement focusing on them. 

^Many of these fugitives will be trying to blend in 
to the large British communities who have made 
their homes in Spain, and if you are resident, you 
may know one of them from your town or village. 

"Loyalties change over time and we urge anyone 
with information about these men to help us find 
them." 

All the men featured on the campaign are believed 
to have links to mainland Spain and the Canary 
Islands.

They claim it would see an 
additional one-off investment of

Aintree, and an extra £1.9m 
invested into running the service 
year on year. 

Dr Claire Cullen, Stroke Con- 
sultant at Liverpool University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs Aintree University Hos- 
pital, Royal Liverpool University 
Hospital and Broadgreen Hospital,

Over winter, WWT Martin Mere Wetland 
Centre welcomes up to a thousand Whooper 
swans, that travel here from Iceland to spend 
the winter in a warmer climate. Swans are 
creatures of habit and we know from studying 
the swans over the last 30 years that the same 
individuals come back year after year. 


Research is conducted at Martin Mere each 
year and this includes fitting the swans with 
a darvic ring; a large colourful ring with 3 
digits on it that sits around their ankle. This 
ensures we can identify and even name our 
swans, as well as creating family trees. Two 
of the most well known swans are Sigrunn 
(X4H) and Virginia (VJA). 


Sigrunn, in 2009, was fitted with a satellite 
transmitter to monitor his migration route. 
Sigrunn did 550 miles in less than 24 hours 

- this is quite amazing when you think about 
how big the swans are and how much they 
weigh! By doing research with transmitters 
we have been able to determine that the 
fastest flight from UK to Iceland has been 

8 hours and they fly at around 40 to 50 mph.

swan; she was at least 28 years old. Virginia has 
made this migration at least 56 times — flying 
an astonishing 44,800 miles in her lifetime and 
rearing at least 26 cygnets. 


You can find out all about the tales of these 
two swans at Martin Mere in our exhibition 
hall this winter. Travel through a swan pipe 

and pretend to be a swan as you take all your 
own measurements and make your own darvic 
ring. There is also an informative video to 
watch showing the Whooper swans and how we 
continue this research in the rugged landscape 
of Iceland. 


Seeing the swans in person is a must and you 
can watch them everyday at the Whooper swan 
and wild bird feeds at 3pm and 3.30pm. Maybe 
you will be able to read a darvic ring to find out 
the history of that particular swan!

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PC who had secret sexual 
relationship with alleged 
rape victim faces jail

A POLICE constable from Parbold has been 
warned to expect a jail sentence after being con- 
victed of misconduct in public office and 
attempting to pervert the course of justice. 

Liverpool Crown Court heard how Simon Rose of 
Burnside, took advantage of a woman he knew to be 
vulnerable and a jury took just two hours to unan- 
imously find him guilty of the two offences 
following a nine day trial. 

They had heard how the Greater Manchester 
Police officer had a secret sexual relationship with 
an alleged rape victim after calling round to invest- 
igate her claims. 

He kept their close relationship quiet and when, 
by coincidence, a search warrant was later issued 
for her home, he tried to dissuade his colleagues 
from searching for evidence. 

Judge David Swinnerton told 48-year-old Rose, 
who seemed shocked at the verdicts: "This will be 
met with a prison sentence because we have to have 
trust in our police officers and where they breach 
that trust prison will follow." 

Rose was released on bail to await sentence on 
April 4 and meanwhile a psychiatric report is to be 
prepared. 

Speaking after the hearing, regional director of 
Independent Office for Police Conduct Amanda 
Rowe said Rose "took advantage of a woman he 
knew to be vulnerable and his actions have abso- 
lutely no place in policing." 

She added: “His subsequent efforts to cover up his 
behaviour show he knew what he had done was 
unacceptable" and that Rose would now face “dis- 
ciplinary proceedings, which will be arranged by 
the force." 

GMP Deputy Chief Constable Terry Woods said: “It

is imperative that police officers are held account- 
able for their actions.

“I am deeply disappointed by this officer's conduct 
and, now the trial has concluded, misconduct pro- 
ceedings will commence."

As a nation of animal lovers we are calling 
on your readers to speak up for animals to 
make sure that animal sentience becomes 
enshrined in UK law. 

Animal sentience was the only issue which 
was not carried over after Brexit and so the 
RSPCA has been campaigning to ensure the 
needs of sentient animals are taken into 
account by Governments when making 
policy decisions. 

We are now at a critical stage in the 
Animal Welfare (Sentience) Bill finally 
becoming law as it got its second reading in 
the House of Commons last week. 

The RSPCA is urging your readers to sup- 
port the Bill by tweeting their local MP to 
encourage them to attend the debate in the 
Commons as well as lobbying their MP by 
email to ensure they continue to support 
this Bill as it makes its way through Parlia- 
ment. 

We know that many animals are sentient 
with the ability to feel pain and suffering, 
and emotions such as pleasure, joy and fear 
and so in order to protect these animals, 
their sentience must be considered in law. 

A wide and growing body of research 
reveals that many animals, from our much- 
loved pets like dogs and cats, to chickens 
and lobsters, rats and fish, are all sentient 
beings. 

There is already overwhelming support 
with 86% of people in favour of a law on 
animal sentience and so we want to ensure 
that MPs are listening to their constituents 
and the groundswell of support for this 
important Bill.

Please can you use your strong effective local 
influence and try to ensure that the all the 
stores within the new Tawd Valley shopping 
outlet being built in Skelmerdale use modern 
technology that stops shopping trolleys from 
being removed from car parks.

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Rural police teams to

LANCASHIRE Police has held a 
conference with their key stakeholders 
and partners with the aim of putting the 
focus on tackling rural crime in 2022. 

More than 70% of Lancashire is classed 
as rural which is why rural crime includ- 
ing wildlife, agriculture and heritage

The event marked the official launch of 
the constabulary's new rural task force 
teams which were introduced last March 
across Lancashire to allow the police to 
“proactively target" the issues that matter 
most to rural communities. 

Based from Ormskirk, Morecambe, 
Garstang, Clitheroe and Waterfoot, a total 
of 20 officers now form part of the local 
policing teams that already cover the rural 
communities to provide extra resources to 
target, disrupt and address rural crime. 

Lancashire Constabulary’s Chief Con- 
stable Chris Rowley hosted the event held

at Police HQ, supported by Lancashire 
Partnership Against Crime (LANPAC) and 
saw a variety of key speakers from their 
rural partners. 

Chief Constable Chris Rowley said: “We 
are working hard to address what matters 
most to our rural communities and protect 
the beautiful countryside we have in Lan- 
cashire and keep it safe.” 

Since the rural taskforce teams were 


introduced, officers in Lancashire have 
made 85 arrests, carried out more than 
100 stop searches and seized plants, 
equipment and vehicles worth more than 
£1m. 

The police have issued Criminal Beha- 
viour Orders (CBOs) Community 
Protection Notices (CPNs) and Criminal 
Warning Notices (CWMs) and launched a 
number of cross border operations.
